School Committee Chairman 
John S, Sullivan warned the meet~ 
ing before its vote that a top 
Assistance Commission source 
said his office would not approve 
a high school without an auditorium 
so long as there was one in the 
educational space. 

The same official said that And- 
over school men would have to 
explain how they could carry on 
the education program specified 
if they brought in construction 
plans deleting an auditorium, 

If the. commission, when it has 
seen detailed drawings, vetos the 
school as prescribed by Town 
Meeting it could mean reconsi= 
deration of the auditorium issue 
in March, Apparently the only 
other alternatives are for the 
building committee to 1) come up 
with $3.9 million plans that would 
stretch to cover an auditorium or 
2) convince the commission that 
Andover can wait for an 
auditorium until the high school 
is enlarged in five to seven years, 

Through the five hour debate, 
supporters of the $4.2 million

A vote for Question 5 on the Nov. 3 Presidential Elec- 
tion Ballot is not a vote to eliminate the Governor’s 
Executive Council: it is a vote to curtail its powers, 

There is genuine concern that confusion over this point

they are voting “‘against’’ the council. Just how potent a 
factor this attitude could be at the polls is uncertain, but 
the fact that it exists at all is reason enough for restating 
what is at issue in (Question 5. 

Many in the Commonwealth favor abolishing the Gover- 
nor’s Council on grounds, essentially, that it is an out- 
moded safety valve, a barrier between the state’s chief 
executive and the people who elected him, 

Outright abolition is possible, but the legislature has 
been more than reluctant to propose the necessary Con- 
Stitutional amendment; it 
action of a Constitutional Convention, but no such con- 


could be eliminated by the 


vention is scheduled, 

All that is proposed in Question 5 is that the Council 
be permitted to exercise only the authority delegated to it 
by the Constitution’: approval of judicial appointments, 
prison pardons and treasury expenditures, for example,

approve the governor’s appointments to departments, boards 


among the statutory powers that would be 


and commissions within the executive branch, and the 
alternate power to remove them. Also affected: the power 
to approve or disapprove highway and waterway construc- 
tion contracts, some salaries, state leases, and certain 
land sales acquisitions. 

Those who oppose the move to curtail the power of the 
Council object to concentrating the authority in the 
governor’s office. Those who Support curtailment charge, 
among other things, that the Council’s power over appoint- 
ments hamstring a governor, can even force him to accept 
Council-favored appointees over those of his own choice, 

It is their belief that the combined power of the legisla- 
ture and the electorate form the most effective check on 
the governor, and that the chief executive, not a ‘‘bhoard 
of directors’’ should stand responsible for the acts of his 
administration, 

This is what Question 5 is all about. It is Supported by 
Candidate John A. Volpe and opposed by Candidate 
Francis X, Bellotti, who objects to the fact that the 
Question does not specifically state who is to assume the 
authority now in Council hands, 

It will take a majority vote equal to at least 30 percent 
of the total Nov. 3 ballot Strength to strip the Council of 
its statutory powers, 

But whatever the public’s reaction to curbing the Coun- 
cil, the Council will] remain. And whether or not its role 
is to be more advisory than authoritative, it will remain 
close to the governor's ear. It is reasonable to expect 
that candidates who seek a seat this close to the top of 
the state hierarchy should be judged as carefully in 1964 
as in any other election year, 
labeled, and carefully stored 
where they will not freeze but 
where the temperature will not 
exceed 50 degrees,

You Wanted To Know 

Last month a tally of questions 
asked at the library showed that 
nearly two thousand people wanted 
more than 2,500 questions 
answered, They called the desk to 
find out how long the libra ry would 
be open that day (Till 9 o'clock 
week nights, 6 o'clock Saturdays, 
Closed Sundays) and they asked 
that new books be reserved for 
them, They wanted to know where 
in the library to find the art col- 
lection, the cartoons, history, 
gardening, sports, business and 
investment references and election 
information (books on issues, 
candidates, politics and the loca~ 
tion of party headqua rters), 

They asked the reference libra- 
rians at least one of whom is al- 
ways available in the main reading 
room, to help them find biogra- 
phical details about local business 
men and a vast assortment of 
personalities from around the 
world, Not unexpectedly, informa- 
tionabout Andover, now and inthe 
past was wanted by young and 
grown-ups, Some were tracing 
their family names from first 
arrival here and some were look- 
ing for the family coat of arms or 
a picture of the ancestral house, 

As always at this time of year 
there were questions originating 
in school assignments from the 
junior high, the high school and 
colleges, Someone wanted an un- 
signed picture identified and 
another needed instructions for 
building a boat trailer, (We had

Businessmen wanted Statistics, 
Students needed maps of the 
Ancient World or the Battle of 
Bunker Hill and there were letters 
and documents to be copied, All 
were reproduced on the library's 
docustat machine at 25 cents a 
page, (On October 1 one of the 
letters was left in the machine 
and may be called for by its owner 
who may inquire at the desk.) 

To the librarians, al] questions 
are equally important, Each means 
that someone needs to know some- 
thing for his own Satisfaction or 
in order to accomplish something 
he wants to do, The library is a 
Storehouse of other inen’s ex- 
perience, Of course, some ques~ 
tions can be answered more 
quickly than others, Some cannot

Bark of sassafras, black locust, 
chestnut oak and tulip becomes 
deeply fissured or furrowed, That 
of ash is sculptured in the shape 
of ten thousand diamonds, 

Beech and black birch bark be- 
comes smooth, The shagbark hic- 
kory doesn’t care how it’s dressed; 
its bark scales off in long thin 
plates that curve outward at the 
bottom, 

Bark of pitch pine sloughs off 
and the trunk becomes mottled 
with patches slate blue, tan or 
orange in color, just as the syca- 
more leaves patches of white onits 
trunk and limbs, 

Red cedar bark peels off in
